Mother Nature has been kind 
to the City of Grayling’s $1.3 
million streetscape project, but 
issues involving underground 
work along Burton Court has 
pushed construction behind 
schedule. 

Contractors and city officials, 
therefore, are changing their 
strategy for the project, working 
on both east blocks of Michigan 
Avenue rather than focusing on 
one block at a time, Grayling 
City Manager David Thayer 
said. 

Last week, the west block of 
Michigan Avenue was opened to 
traffic. Crews from Decra- 
Scape, a Sterling Heights based 
firm, are currently installing 
brick pavers along the sidewalks. 
Tree planting will follow the 
installation of the pavers. 

The city’s downtown parking 
lot, located off of James Street 
behind Chief Shoppenagon’s 
Motor Motel, is open for park- 
ing. 

Contractors will install the 
stormwater catch basins on the 
east block of Michigan Avenue 
this week. The survey crew will 
also be placing grade markers. 
Traffic lanes will be open, but no 
on street parking is expected, 

During the week of Oct. [5, 
work crews, beginning on 
Monday, will install the curbs on 
the north two blocks of 
Michigan Avenue, and will then 
continue on the south side of the 
roadway. Cement contractors

A rescue operation, aimed at 
getting cairn terriers back on the 
yellow brick road, was recently 
established — in Grayling 
Township. 

The Col. Potter Cairn Rescue 
Network has an intake center, ' 
run by volunteer Kathy Cabble 
called “The Oz Project,’ which 
is located off of South Staley 
Lake Road. 

The Col. Potter Cairn Rescue 
Network is a non-profit organi- 
zation that was established in 
2001. The organization was 
named after Col. Potter, a 
charismatic cairn terrier that was 
featured on AOL.com. 

Fans of Col. Potter were 
moved to established the rescue 
network in his memory after he 
was hit by a car and killed. 

Since adopting out the initial 
couple dogs, the organization 
has rescued over 1,500 cairn ter- 
riers, which have been placed in 
homes throughout the United 
States and Canada.

are expected on Wednesday, Oct. 
17 to begin the placement of 
sidewalks on the north two 
blocks, then will move to the 
south blocks. Traffic lanes will 
be open. However, no street 
parking is expected. 

Burton Court Street will also 
be reopened to traffic by 
Wednesday, Oct. 17. 

On Monday, Oct. 22, the cen- 
ter two lanes on the east blocks 
of Michigan Avenue will be pul- 
verized. Traffic will be routed 
along the curbs. Road grade 
work will be ongoing with the 
continual movement of traffic 
lanes. Brick pavers will be 
installed along the sidewalks. No 
on street parking is expected. “/ 

During the week of Oct. 29, 
the asphalt base coat will be 
placed on the east blocks of 
Michigan Avenue and Burton 
Court. Then, the final coat of 
asphalt will be placed on the 
west block of Michigan Avenue. 
The installation of lampposts 
will begin on Friday, Oct. 26. 
Limited on street parking will be 
available after the street is 
reopened. 

During the week of Nov. 5, 
tree planting, brick pavers and 
lamp post light installation ‘is 
expected to be completed. If the 
weather is favorable, the topcoat 
of asphalt will be applied on the 
east blocks of Michigan Avenue. 
The completion date for the pro- 
ject remains Friday, Nov. 9,

Radon is a naturally occurring 
radioactive gas that comes from 
deposits of uranium in soil and 
rock. Radon is harmlessly dis- 
persed into outdoor air, but when 
trapped in buildings it can be 
toxic to humans. Radon has 
been found in elevated levels in 
homes in every state in the US. 
The US Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) esti- 
mates that as many as one in 15 
homes across our nation has ele- 
vated radon levels. 

Without testing, you will never 
know whether radon is present. 
You cannot see or smell radon, 
but it can be inhaled into the 
lungs where ‘it undergoes 
radioactive decay. As it decays, 
it releases tiny bursts of energy 


. called alpha particles, which can 


harm sensitive lung tissue by 
damaging the DNA. This dam- 
aged DNA can lead to lung can- 
cer. 

Most everyone knows that 
smoking is the nation’s number 
one cause of lung cancer, but 


_most people are surprised to

learn that radon exposure is num- 
ber two according to the US 
Surgeon General. Even though 
radon exposure does not cause 
immediate symptoms,many stud- 
ies have proven that long-term 
exposure can be deadly. The 
EPA estimates that radon causes 
approximately 15,000 iung can- 
cer deaths each year. 

If radon is present in soil, or 
rocks under and around your 
house, if can seep in through 
cracks or joints in the foundation, 
floors, walls, doors, windows 
and openings around floor 
drains, pipes, and sump pumps 
on the lower level. Radon levels 
inside your home may be high 
regardless of whether you have 
a basement, a crawl space, or a 
poured slab beneath your house. 
Even on the same street, the lev- 
els of radon in your home may be 
significantly different from your 
neighbor’s. 

Homeowners can test their lev- 
els of radon, and can take action 
to reduce elevated levels. Radon 
test kits are easy to use. Simply 
open the package, place the tester 
in the lowest level of your home, 
and wait the number of days rec- 
ommended in the kit directions. 
When the test is complete, seal 
the kit back in the package and 
mail it to a Lab. 

Test results will be mailed to 
you by the lab, along with infor- 
mation about what to do if the 
radon levels in your home are 
found to be higher than what is 
considered safe. A variety of 
methods can be used to reduce 
radon levels. These include seal- 
ing cracks and other openings in 
the foundation and installing 
ventilation systems with pipes 
and fans.

the need to find homes for home- 
less pets, while fulfilling the need 
to keep our older generation 
healthy and active,” Postma said. 
“We are very grateful to Purina 
for this dual opportunity to help 
our community as a whole.” 

The new shelter’s annual oper- 
ating expenses are projected to be 
about $105,000, of which only 
$12,000 will come from 
Crawford County through its 
contract to house dogs brought in 
by the Animal Control Officer 
and law enforcement.

The work out facility has been 
in place for about five years. - 

Wakefield said that a fitness 
and agility test was added to the 
sheriff’s deputies contract for 
employees hired after January 
1999.
